submitted by Traffic Manager Leeds and 
adopted. 


The report elates that it isadvisable at 


th!B time to submit an outline of tbe 
policy for Ihe association to pursue, the 
foundation of the burden of which leans 
so heuvily upon tho state aa a whole, 
Tbe report states that it is Ihe excessive 
local traflica imposed by the Southern 
.Pacific company, steamship companies 
and other carriers on this coast that are 
completely dominant, and all avenues of 
commerce in the state arc us completely 
blocked as is possible, 
Loun.1 rates 


throughout the etate are not only unrea- 
sonably high, but they are outrageous, 
aud apparently not maintained alone for 
the revenue coming directly from that 
source, but for the further purpose of 
carrying out a well defined policy which 
is directly antagonistic to the best inter- 
ests of tho whole state, and with par- 
ticular force against tha city of San Fran- 


This policy has no less a meaning than 


the uttor annihilation of all competition 
by sea and a forcing of the whole com- 
merce of the Btate over the lines of the 
Southern Pacific company. 


Leeds then goes on to Bay: "Tha 


company through the state board of rail- 
road comaiiBfliorjerH upon local rates is, 
in my opinion, more iu the right direc- 
tion and all action taken by this associa- 
tion should he only as a means to tho 
end of obtaining ft reduction, and u very 
material one in local traflica in the state. 
This is no doubt a gigautic undertaking, 
considering the present situation. 


"It is needless to rehearse tho attitude 


of the board of railroad commissioners 
and their subservience to tho railroad in 
t IB matter of fixing rates and fares. It 
appears to mu that the whole power of 
tho association should 
bo 
directed 


against them in tho most forcible man- 
ner pOHBlblt. 


"Tho organic law of the state ifl most 


favorablo to them in the uttitudit they 
havo a Burned, the eouatitution relegat- 


' ing to tluni tho full power of tho state 


tl i emulate rates nnd fures. 
I would re- 


commend that every effort of this asso- 
ciation bo put forth to wipe out every 
vestige of railroad legislation from tho 
couBtitation and statute books which has 
any bearing upon rates mid fares. 
Be- 


sides this an effort should be made to 
remove tho prceont board of commis- 
sioners from office with at) little delay as 


"I have refrained from tiling a formnl 


complaint with thin board, because, by 
doing BO, wo would givo them nn oppor- 
tunity to make some show of activity, 


• and by purauinR dilatory tactics drag the 


case over a long period and, if necessary, 
leave tho cane for n decision by their 
sutceaeors iu 1895, and fasten the pres- 
ent schedule on tho state. 


"In the meantime, if it becomes nec- 


essary to malio a political fight our sup- 
port individually and collectively should 
be thrown to those who are pledged to 
our fight, regardless of political party or 
any other consideration. I do not bo- 
lievo 
tho 
traffic 
association 
alone 


can accomplish thia great wodk, but 
every effort should be pat forth to tnliat 
tho whole state in tho crusade, with tho 
resolve that the matter bo not allowed to 
rest ono moment until a full, complete 
and equitible revision of local tariffs is 
made, which will admit a freoand profit- 
able commercial intercourse between all 
points iu tbo etate. This would have 
the effect of correcting through as 
well

course 


a competing railroad owned, control red 
and operated in the interest of California 
would settle the problem, provided it 
was long enough to control enough of tho 
rate to protect its own interests. I re- 
mow this as being a better solution of the 
question than a political one. If such a 
scheme ifl possible it ought to receive our 
moot hearty support and earnest co-oper- • 
ation. 
The proposition to establish a 


line of clipper ships from fNew York to 
San Francisco ought also to be carried 
into effect.

Yesterday's Doings at the Omaha 


Conference. 


OMAHA, May 7.—Bishop Fowler of San 


Francisco presided at the opening of the 
Methodist conference this morning. 


After the transaction, of routine busi- 


ness a report was presented by the com- 
mitteB on rules of order. It was ordered 
printed and the order of the day, the re- 
port of Bishop Taylor of Africa, wae 
taken up. 


The venerable BinhopTaylor then pre 


seuted bis report. He said thero was 
over 3000 native Methodists in Africa, 
38 Sunday schools, over 300 teachers and 
3760 Sunday school scholars. Ho de- 
dared work in Africa stupenduoue. The 
people there must be educated in heart 
and brain as well as religion, otherwise 
th«y wouldbe unable to support them- 
selves in that barren land and would 
eventually drift back into barbarism. 
The best field was among children. T-be 
Kirla and boys must be educated together 
in order to do this. As tho girls a*e 
always sold by their parents it was 


eceBearv to have money to buy them 
nd then educate them. The report was 


iodorsed by a rising voto. 


At the request of one of the delegates 


Bishop Taylor then brought forward and 
placed on a stand a little African clrld, 
which he brought with him, explaining 
that tbouKh on!7 3 years old and only 
three months out of heathendom ehe 
had learned to speak English. 


Short on Wine. 


ST. HELENA, May 
7.—A very large 


meeting of wine growers was hold here 
today at which resolutions were adopted 
recit'ng that by reason of very general 
and severe frosts throughout tho state, 
which have reduced tho growing crop of 
grapes to a fraction, and the fact that the 
wine now on hand in the producers' cel- 
lars is insufficient to supply the trade for 
the present year, the wine growers urge 
all producers to hold their uound wines 
of the vintage of 1891 for nt least 20 cents 
per gallon. A sentiment prevails thut 
wine must necessarily advance to at 
least this figure within sixty days, and 
producers feel that they aro not unrea- 
sonable in their demands.

The language or grammar of the first 


seven years ebouid be eased on thia 
reading. Eaee, accnracy and fluency m 
the mother tongue abould be one of the 
chief results of intelligent handling of 
the reading material. No school has any 
tight to, demand popular sopport which 
does not train ita pnptle to proficiency m 
the use of tho English language. If this 
be done, there need be but little worry 
over such things as parsing, diagram- 
ming and falee syntax.

The writing of the public fchools has 


been perhaps the weakest npot in alt its 
work. Pupils have been tanabt to draw 
laboriously pretty formn rather than to 
write rapidly and legibly. Thumb and 
linger drawing must go anrt- rapid free 
hand work must be the order in every 


proper body to prepare tho way for %c- 
tiou that will make our schools places 
in which our children shall truly learn 
to eeo and testify the truth.

Voters of This County. 


DECLARATION 
OF 
INTENTION 


THe Necessary Steps to Be Takeu to 


Become Qualified to Exercise 


the Right of Suffrage. 


Written (or Tflc HepubHcau. 


In view of tho largo number ol persons 


who aro becoming naturalized with the 
intention of participating iu the Novem- 
ber election, and realizing that there are 
many moro who are out! tied to become 
citizens who do not understand tbo scope 
*)f tho laws upon the inbject, wo have 
prepared a digest of tho revised statutes 
upon the subject for tbe information of 
our renders, 


If you are not a citizen, peruse this 


article carefully and ascertain whether 
or not you aro entitled to become such. 
In any case cut this article out and pre- 
serve it, BO that you may understand 
what ia necessary to qualily a person to 
jccorno a uitizmi. anil whan you are ap- 
proached upon tho subject by tbo^e de- 
siring to become citizens you can i>lve 
them the desired information from an 
authentic source. 


An alien may become a citizen of the 


United States in the following manner, 
and not otherwise: 


First—He shall declare on oath before 


a circuit court of the United States, or a 
district or Hupreme court of the territo- 
ries, or a court of record of any ol tbo 
BttUes, two years at least prior to his ad- 
mission, that it is his bouafide intention 
to become a citizen cf tho United States, 
and must renounce forever all allegiance 
and iidelity to any foreign country, and 
particularly to the one of which he is u 
jitizen at tbe time ol making thp declara- 
tion. 


Second—After the lapse of two years 


be may make application to beepuiu a 
citizen, and must then make showing ns 
Follows: Ha aboil decbro on oath be- 
fore any of tbe courts »bov» mentioned 
that he will support the constitution of 
tho United States, and that he a'-eolutely 
ronotincL'B all allo^iuuco to any foreign 
power, and especially to the power of 
which ho was before a subject. 
'£,Tuird—It must bo shown to the 
biitiBlacUon ot thu tuurt, by two com- 
petent witnesses, that 
ho

least fwe years, and within the etato 
ono year ut leaet; that he is of good 
moral character, attached to the princi- 
ples of tho constitution of tho United 
States, and well disposed to tho happi 
ness and good order of the same, but tho 
oath of the applicant ahull in no caso be 
allowed to provo his residents.

Koon nfter tho waves be- 
gan bringing llio cargo nshoro, among 
which \vi-ro found n Wffgo numbor uf 
cocoanuts. llesidt'iits wero very few in 
tliis section at tlmt time, but they

whatever c;ime to them. 


Theso oot'oanuls were consitlnrod great 


prizes and were at once Bunted. Tliu 
soil wns found in he favorable to tho 
growth uud they thrived wonderfully. 
Thus wns introilnced tho culture of th« 
not upon the soil of the North American 
continent. 
In Dmlo county, one of tho 


southenimost comities nf the state, 
which hits a swi front of 130 milfs, there 
are now groves of great beauty contain 
ing from 100 to 0,000 trees. 


Coconnut culture is very simple. Tin- 


ripo nut is plucked from the (THO and, in 
the outer husk thut surrounds it, i.-? jmt 
under ground, lightly covered with soil, 
Tho first shoot should xnako its nppcar- 
micc in one month after planting, but it 
iri often two before it comes. When it IH 
itbont a foot high it is transplanted toils 
liuitiniiicnt resting place. If the nut IB 
jilanteil as a uursory stock the husk is 
loft on. as the young plant is very ten- 
der, and it seems that a growth out of 
lliu Imsk has a tendency to make strong 
the reeillike joinl.s 11' it bo first planted 
where it is to remain I ho husk is usually 


For Hie first year the plant requires 


careful protection from the winds, but 
it gradually grows h:irdy, and lit Lhe end 
nf .six vearrf begins bearing. The blooms 
make (heir npi>«irniife—n <lo/.cn or mon> 
lingers, looking like grains oi' corn strung 
on wire about ;i foot in length. These 
grains are young nuts. 


They ripen in a year's time, and there- 


after until its death the tree is never 
without fruit iu various stages of ripe- 
ness, from Ji liny lobe the size of a i>ai 
to ripo nuts, ami there is not a day in 
the year when tho ripe nuts cannot bo 
secured. It b:s« bf-e:i rli'innn«tr;ite'l m 
other countries that tho cocoanut tree 
will bear fruit for twenty-five years. To 
what ago they live has not been ascer- 
tained. 


The trees make a most beautiful and 


imposing grove, being truly tropical in 
Llicir appearance. As they aro planted 
uiily about twenty feet apart, they cast 
i thick, unvarying shade. They ar ever- 
green, as is most tropical foliage, nud 
their graccf ulucsa, with tho great height 
they attain, makes them u desirable ad- 
dition to a homo in tbo far south. Tho 
diameter of the treo r.iuges from ono 
foot to four, and they attain a height of 
125 feet; having as many as 400 nuts on 
them at ono time. 


The old fashioned method of grating 


Uio nut has been superseded by u ma- 
Chine for grinding, and tlio residents of 
the southern country keep on hand for 
their uwa a fresh supply of homemade 
desiccated* cocoanut, from which various 
tootlisomo djahus aro prepared. 
Tho 


product is becoming uiOHD generally 
known by reason of its excellent liber, 
nud tho "cloth," a Htrong, fibrous bark, 
that grows fur above llio ground aud is 
ntilixed in many ways. If Uio use of 
cocoanut Uutter ever, becomes common 
tlio oVncr of a, grovo of thrno treed will 
ecu hf.s fortune ahciul. Tho butter is 
inailc from Ihe oil of the mil, pxnn^wd 
by nnichinery.
